Platemaker Not Always Responsible for Troubles 


e Many rituals followed in offset platemaking sometimes seem ridiculous 


e Good platemaker should not take blame for things not thought his fault 


e With know-how, good precautions, platemaking can be trouble-free 


Many of the rituals followed in oftset 
platemaking sometimes scem just as ri 
ficulous as some of our everyday super 
stiuons. The platemaker pertorms extra 
steps, puts forth more effort, and uses ad 
litional materials that may have no effect 
on the quality or life of the finished plate 

Often, it seems that the only possible 
benefit from this extra work may be a 
psychological one: the platemaker feels 
the extra steps are necessary to produce a 

good plate 

Sometimes, for example, the platemak 
er yx rforms Certain extra steps to protect 
the plate from abuse on the press. And he 
may insist on these extra steps even when 
nothing he can do will affect plate life 

One of the best examples of this 0¢ 
curred in a Midwest planta few years ago 
The pressroom found that a deep-etch 
aluminum plate that should have lasted 
for several hundred thousand impres 
SIONS Was COM | le t ly worn out afte rarun 
of less than 80,000. An Aller plate that 
should have lasted well over a million im 
pressions was no good after 200,000. Al 
though the platemaker could easily have 
been handed the blame, the actual culprit 


was found to be a coating condition in the 


stock. It was obvious that no treatment 


the platemaker could have devised would 


have extended the plate life appreciably 


In another case, a platemaker com 


plained that he was having trouble with 


scum all over the plate. He wondered if 


he was using the right etc h for aiuminum 
When asked why he was using an etch 


he explained, “Any fool knows that you 
have to etch a plate after you use a stencil 


When asked why he used a 


remover 


stencil remover, he replied, “There is to 


much stencil left even when you use these 


special nylon brushes, and the plate will 


im He was then asked why he did not 
ache ap vegetal le-fiber brush. At that 
he threw i] his hands and said hese 
st be better or they would nor sell then

suddenly informed his employer that he 
was going back to the old method. Onc 
plate had scummed. An examination of 
the sheet showed that the scum was caused 
a press condition, but the 


platemaker felt uncomfortable with the

new method. He had lost confidence be 
cause there are so many conflicting opin 
ions concerning plates 

If | were a platemaker, | would want to 
be confident that | was producing good 
plates, and not taking the blame for things 
which were not my fault. If a plate would 
produce 5,000 copies with no trouble, I 
would assume that the plate was good 
Anything which might happen thereafter 
would have to be the fault of the press, 
pressman, or materials used on the press 

Of course, there is a predictable life 
expectancy 
of plate 


for a plate. Each different type

estimated number of plates ever was 
charged to a job. If a plate was made and 
the tones were not correct and another 
plate had to be made, and if the tones 
printed trom the plate were duplicates of 
the ones on the positive or negative, the 
spoiled work was charged against the de 
partment which supplied the transparen 
cies. If the plate could not be started with 
out trouble such as scum or blindness, the 
plate department was charged with the 
spoiled work. Likewise, a plate which 
started well, bue did not last the estamated 
length of run, became the responsibilit 
of the pressroom 

It is amazing how well a system such as 
this can be made to work. It is even more 
amazing how few plates will go bad. In 
using this system for one year, a plant 
with ten cylinders had only one plat 
charged to the S} Oiled Work Account 

Other variations of this system—such 
as the pressroom charging back idle time 
due to a bad plate, or the plate department 
charging the pressroom for the new plate 

have worked out almost as well 

This has proved that with existing 
knowledge and proper precautions on the 
pare of all concerned, lithographic plate 
making can be made practically trouble 
free. Consistent results can be obtained 
without resorting to new and complicated 


techniques

How Air Conditioning 
Aids Quality Control 


Concluded from page 47 
tributes this large volume of air over the 
extensive pressroom without setting 
Irafts Or dead spots of stagnant air 

The central point of the Berlin Press 
conditioning system is the centrifugal 
refrigerating machine located in a room 
next to the loading dock. This machine 
circulates chilled water to all nine of the 
Weathermaker units located on the roof 
The Weathermakers are fan-coil type con 
litioners that are made up of individual 
sections for greater flexibility. At Berlin 
Press, they are supported by a structural 
stecl framework, but they also may be 
hung from the ceiling or mounted directly 
on the floor, as in the Eureka Specialty 
plant 

Both the Berlin Press and Eureka Spe 
cialty installations are typical of what can 
be done to control production conditions 
in modern printing plants. But neither 
of these installations should be considered 
is the only type of application possible 

What every printer wants, when he 
considers air conditioning, 1s a system that 
will give the best results in his plant for 
the most economical cost.
